Words Of Caution 
Voiced By Jerome Drane 


Words of caution were voiced 
today by Mr. Jerome H. Drane, 
District Manager of the Gulfport 
Social Security District Office. 
Misinformed people are advising 
selfempjioyed persons with 10 
years of Social Security coverage 
that there is no further need to 
make Social Security Reports. 

This kind of advice is not only 
wrong, but it could result in ben- 
efit loss to the self-employed per- 
son and his family. He would not 
only be liable for payment of back 
taxes, penalty and interest, he 
would also reduce the dollar 
amount of his social security pro- 
tection. 

Ten years of work covered un- 
der socal security will guarantee 
payment of monthly old-age and 
survivors insurance benefits. How- 
ever, it may not qualify a person 
for disability benefits. The amount 
of any monthly social security 
benefit may be smaller if a per- 
son has only ten years of cevered 
work. 

My. Drane wished to emphasize 
that any self-employed person 
who had a $400 net in 1959 must 
file a social security tax report 
along with his income re- 
port. Even though the 1959 
line for these reports has passed 
the reports should be made now.
